DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record, taken as a whole, does not show nor suggest the claimed invention. Takano '306, for 
example, discloses that the material required by the claims (including the cobalt range) is known 
(see prior art portion of patent). And, Pekarsky '844, Mader, and Moriarty '244 disclose piston 
rings with gaps. However none give the dimensions for the gaps when installed as required by 
the claims. Nor do they disclose the claimed gap ratio. And, the prior art does not disclose the 
combination of limitations including the other claimed range for the edge curvature. Applicants 
have shown that the combination of limitations with the claimed material and ranges produces 
improved wear and sealing characteristics as shown in the tables.
